Appearing at a time 
whert Easter hymns were sadly lack¬ 
ing. already provided with a stir¬ 
ring melody, the work quickly won 
a place on Easter programs, which 
it has maintained to this day. 

In 1749 or ir*~J750 John Arnold, a 
musician living at Great Warley, in 
Essex, England, published the 
second edition of a collection of 
tunes called “The Compleat Psalm- 
odist." In this bo. k^notes Doctor 
Benson, the same tune appears 
again, but the hymn has been made 
over, only tjie four lines of the tran¬ 
slated carol from “Lyra Davidica” 
remaining. Even these were altered 
and two verses were added, entirely 
new, tTie whole making up substan¬ 
tially the modern form of the hymn. 
Little remained to be done beyond 
a little polishing and inclusion 
among the hvmns sung in church, 
for which it waited until the begin¬ 
ning of the Nineteenth century. 

At that time the Church of Eng¬ 
land was singing metrical versions 
of the Psalms. Tate and Brady’s 
version was commonly bound in 
with the prayer books. Toward the 
end of the Eighteeth century a few 
hymns had appeared at the end of 
the Psalms. How they got there is 
not known; it is thought likely that 
some printer saty fit to fill up a few 
blank leaves at the end of the prayer 
book with hvmns and that he made 
his own selection. Three things 
are certain: That the hymns were
